The Two Earliett Form* of the Bicycle 


Used Two Hundred Ve«r» Ago. 


Mr. Frank H. Vizetelly tells "The Story 


of the Wheel" in St. Nicholas. Mr. Vi- 
zetelly says: 


In the year 1690 M. de Sivrac, a French- 


man, first bit upon the notion of making 
a vehicle upon two wheels, while its rider 
sat astride a saddle on a wooden beam to 
which two erosspieces were firmly fixed. 
At the end of these erosspieces there wore 
wheels, kept in position by a lathi ike con- 
necting rod. The fruine represented some 
animal. This primitive bicycle, known as 
Che celerifere. was never fitted with han- 
dle bars and was steered only by the feet of 
tbo rider, which also had to keep his bal- 
ance. In mounting he had to run along- 
side and vault into the saddle. Once tho 
machine had been well set going by a push 
upon the ground wich the feet, tho man 
upon ic would draw them up, bending his 
knees and without further effort could 
travel some distance. When the pace 
slackened, the rider had to repeat the 
pushing and so continue his journey. 
Much ground was covered in this way on 
level roads, and especially down hill, in a 
short space of time, but it was hard to do 
up hill.

To Make » Mirror. 


In a new process for silvering glass It is 


practicable to give a fine polish to tho sil- 
ver after it is spread on tho glass. This is 
accomplished by means of two solutions 
which must be prepared with great care, 
inasmuch as delicacy of treatment is re- 
quired. To a silver nitrate solution is 
added, drop by drop, suffleient ammonia 
to redissolve the original precipitate, cau- 
tion beins observed to avoid an excess. 
Afterward enough distilled water is added 
to make the liquid measure one liter. A 
second solution is prepared containing 10 
per cent of formaldehyde. 
Tho mirror 


maker selects his plate of j^lass and, after 
polishing it deftly with rouge and chamois 
skin, wipes it perfectly dry and clean. 
Then a rapid mixture is made of two parts 
of the silver nitrate solution and one part of 
tbe formaldehyde solution, this mixture 
being poureci evenly on the glass. From 
10 to 15 minutes will be required for this 
application to bo completed, and then the 
plate may be washed with water and al- 
lowed to ;drj. In tho production of an 
ordinary mirror the dull upper side is 
treated to a coating of varnish, but if the 
silver side is the one to bo used, as in op- 
tical instruments, the layor of silver is to 
be polished with fine rougo. Tho attempts 
to make mirrors of tin amalgam, exports 
say, bi'.ve not yielded satisfactory results.

One of tho most satisfactory polishes Is 


also the simplest—namely, a mixture of 
linseed oil and vinegar, kept In a well 
corked bottle and shaken before use. The 
furnituru must be dusted lirst; then the 
mixture can be applied over a small sur- 
face, polishing quickly with old silk rags. 
This somewhat primitive but efficacious 
compound has a double advantage—it 
does not form n cake over tho wood even 
with long use, which cako invariably pro- 
duces cracks, and tho combined oil and 
vinegar removes many stains and grease 
marks thnt ordinary polishes do not touch.

OLD NAVAJO BLANKETS. 


The Evolution of 


Emblematic signs, consisting of tools 


and utensils of trade, are of a primitive 
origin and bt-cami* a necessity i:i the early 
ages to inform the illiterate public of the 
particular business or occupation carried 
on within. Thus a gilt arm wielding a 
hammer informs us where the goldbeater 
lives, and the sign of the golden fleece 
was the emblematic sign of the draper 
and tailor. 
One of the signs originally 


used exclusively by apothecaries was the 
well known mortar and pestle, these be- 
ing implements for compounding drugs. 


The ancient custom has not been en- 


tirely abandoned, nud numerous emblems, 


i such as the watch, the boot find others, 


are still in vogue in many of our large 
cities and more especially in the small 
towns and villages almost everywhere. 


At a later period, as art began to ad- 


vance and develop, there came a gradual 
and growing demand for pictorial s'gus, 
which, ever since have become very popu- 
lar and almost indispensable. Afterward 
came the inscriptive or written sign of 
today, whicli is the adopted standard all 
over the entire world.—New York Times.
